Km/H SPEED LIMITS 


Motoring speed limits will 
change from miles per hour 
to kilometres per hour some- 
time in 1975. 

Metrication of legal speed 
limits will involve a rapid 
conversion of all regulatory 
speed signs for roads by plac- 
ing adhesive discs over exist- 
ing miles per hour signs. It 
is proposed that all important 
signs be changed within one 
week of the introduction of 
metric speed limits. 

METRIC SPEEDOS 

A simple but effective 
method of adapting existing 
vehicle speedometers is being 
investigated by the Metric 
Advisory Board's Divisional 
Committee on Road Trans- 
port in co-operation with 
motor vehicle. manufacturers. 
The committee expects that 
new vehicles sold in 1973 will 
have metric speedometers. 

All the advisory speed 
signs on curves will also 
have to be changed from 
miles’ per hour to kilometres 
per hour. 

It is intended however, to 
show both speeds for a per- 
iod.

Other aspects of road 
transport, including vehicle 
weight limits, size limits, and 
the measurements shown in 
the Road Code, will also be 
changed from imperial to 
metric units. 

Generally this will involve 
no change in practical driv- 
ing. A driver who is obeying 








the lay now will still be 
obeying it if he keeps doing 
the same thing when the 


Road Code is metricated. For 
instance, the regulations re- 
quire a driver to park at least 
20 feet from an intersection. 


METRIC CODE 


The 20ft minimum distance 
is likely to change to six 
metres, or approximately 19ft 
8in. The change will thus not 
require drivers to alter what 
they are doing at present. A 
metric Road Code will be 
available before the change- 
over. 

It is proposed that metric 
regulations come into effect 
early in 1975, but the actual 
metric figures to be adopted 
will. be fully discussed and 
decided well before then. 

The Chairman of the com- 
mittee, Mr M. R. Palmer 
(The Ministry of Transport’s 
Chief Traffic Engineer) does 
not expect this change-over 
to/cause many problems. He 
said that the metric system 
was a simple one with real 
advantages over the imperial 
system, and that adoption of 
the metric system would 
bring substantial advantages 
to the country.

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‘Strokers’ Are 


BY G. R.! SHAW 


The rap’d development dur 
ng the 1S60's of the two 
stroke engine in terms of 
sower has caught the old 
four-stroke factories _flat- 
footed. Even a casual com- 
parison of race results for 
two-stroke and four-stroke 
motorcycles indicates that 
not many four-strokes are 
winning anymore. Part of the 
reason is just plain lack of 
power. Horsepower figures 
alone do not indicate why. 
Torque figures must be exam- 
ined to show some big dif- 
ferences. Torque must be 
measured in ft lbs/cu in at 
maximum horsepower to 
allow a look at the torque 
difference in the two types of 
engines; this should remain 
constant for different dis- 
placements. 


The formula hp torque 
X rpm/5250 reveals that 
horsepower increases directly 
with torque and rpm. The 
four-stroke in the past has 
often compensated for low 
torque multipliers by large 
rpm multipliers in some rac- 
ing engines. Even average 
readings of torque multiplied 
by high rpm can give good 
horsepower results. Large 
rpm multipliers without good

torque readings, however, 
are going to be useless 
against multi-cylinder high 
rpm two-strokes.

Assume that a 250 six- 
cylinder hypothetical four- 
stroke racer puts out 57 hp 
at about 18,000. rpm. Solving

vill suffice. Not all piston 
port two-strokes do as well 
as Yamaha. But some four- 
strokes do better than 1.1 
ft Ibs/cu in. 

Take for instance the 500 
Seeley with close to 51 hp 
at 7000 rpm. This shows a 
figure of 1.25, The factory 
Norton Manx racer in 1954 
put out an estimated 55 hp at 
6900 rpm or about 1.37 ft 
Ibs/cu in of torque. This 
probably isn't correct, but 
does leave a ray of hope for 
the faithful. In fact, if Nor- 
ton is going to be a big win- 
ner with the current 750 twin 
in international racing, they 





‘|are going to have to have 


more rpm as well as more 
than a 1.25 reading. At 6500 
rpm this would give them 
about 69 hp, They may have 
that much and more. Claims 
of 72 hp are possibly correct, 
which could mean nearly 1.3. 
However, trying to win with 
rpm in the 6000 range is no 
easy task. 


The BSA racer gets about 
84 hp at 8200 rpm, or about 
1.20 in torque. The Honda 
750, using only 1.1 with 9500 
rpm, would give 90 hp. The 
Suzuki racer, using 7600 rpm. 
and 1,53, would give about 
100 hp, Also, the water cool- 
ed Yamaha 750, because of 
its shorter stroke, could pos- 
sibly use 8000 rpm with 1,53 
in torque reading to give 105 
hp. This leaves the two- 
strokes with a considerable 
margin, 

Racing four-strokes have 
demonstrated the science of 
holding torque constant at 


maximum horse power for

higher and higher rpm. For 
instance: : 
Torque in 

ft lbs/ 
; RPM HP cuin 
125 twin 14,500 23 
125 four 17,000 27 
125 five 19,000 31 


One can easily determine 
from this that torque is re- 
maining constant and in- 
creased horsepower is com- 
ing from rpm. 

The Italians have always 
been a hope for the four- 
stroke and have combined in 
many cases the high rpm 
necessary with high torque 
readings. The MV Agusta, 
giving 80 hp at 11,000 rpm, 
would give 1.25 torque read- 
ing. And there are others. 

Think then of the possi- 
bility of a 250 twin four- 
stroke with 1.35 torque read- 
ing at 12,500 rpm for 48 hp, 
or a 250 single four-stroke 
with 1.35 at 10,500 rpm for 
41 hp. 

Harley-Davidson and some 
of the USA tuners offer an- 
other ray of hope for the 
four-stroke lovers. Even with 
Harley's new 750 with a 
short stroke, they are not go- 
ing to go the rpm route very 
far. No one had ignored the 
mythical 400 ft/min piston 
speed and gotten away with, 
it better than Harley, which 
means if rpm stays constant, 
horsepower increases must 
come from more torque. If 
Harley-Davidson develops the 
OHV as far as they did the 
old sidevalve in comparison, 
they definitely could put a 
serious dent in two-stroke 
dominance. For the slow 
turning 750 twins, the figure 
needs to be at least 1.35 ft 
Ibs/cu in. 

The difference then for the 
two engine types is the best 
four-strokes at 1.25 ft Ibs/cu 
in and the piston port two- 
stroke at 1.35 ft Ibs cu in. 
For a 750 machine, that is 56 
ft Ibs of torque compared 
with 69 ft lbs of torque for 
the two stroke. 

The two-strokes reign sup- 
reme in almost every road 
racing class except the super 
bikes. And.now even this last 
domain is in danger from 
the new two-stroke multis. 
Failure to fight and win in 
this last battle could possibly. 
relegate the four-strokes to 
touring engines and maybe 
eventual extinction. The old

four-stroke has got to 
breathe better or it is in 
trouble. 

Meantime, the two-stroke 


lovers with their simple, oil- 
injected pump-circulating, 
water-cooled, reed valve, 
seven-ported, four cylinder 
ring dings are reasonably 
safe. However, the old four- 
stroke is not dead yet, so 
don’t call the undertaker.

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MOTORCYCLING IN RUSSIA 


For many months I had 
been staying in Japan and 
Korea travelling on a 
Triumph “Thunderbird” 
motorcycle which had taken 
me safely through 20 coun- 
tries in the previous four and 
one half years. It was my 
greatest wish that in the sum- 
mer of 1971 I could ride 
across Siberia and back to 
Europe. However, after wait- 
ing a long time I had to give 
up that idea for the time be- 
ing and, as a rather poor 
alternative, sent the Triumph 
by ship to England and take 
the Trans-Siberian express 
from Nahodka to Moscow in 
order to return to Europe. 


In order to appreciate the 
essential details of the motor- 
cycle scene in the USSR it 
is necessary to start near the 
end of my Russian journey in 
Moscow at the office of ‘Za 
Rulom” (At the steering 
wheel) motor sport magazine. 
Here, through an interpreter, 
I was able to speak to the 
chief editor Mr Shugroy. I 
asked about the basic econ- 
omy of motorcycle owner- 
ship in. the USSR and ob- 
, tained some rather stagger- 
ing information. The highest 
salary that a young tech- 
nician working in industry 
around age 22 could hope to 
earn would be 120 rouble/ 
monthly (the highest salary 
in the USSR is reputed to be 
600 rouble/monthly for the 
president of Moscow Uniyer- 
sity!) and the cost of a 350cc 
machine is 550 roubles. (The 
Official exchange’ for the 
rouble is one rouble equals 
one U.S. Dollar,.although on 
the world market outside 
Russia it is worth consider- 
ably less.) According to Mr 
Shugroy the average boy 
would have to save for at 
least one to two years to buy 
a 125cc and two years to 
obtain a 350cc. 

As in the West, the basis 
of motor cycle sport is the 
club, after this, the resem- 
blance is difficult to relate. In 
Russia, the club receives a 
large grant from the appro- 
priate Government committee 
of Physical Education and 
Sport. It can also receive 
some money from entry fees 
at race meetings and other 
events, and new riders who 
enter a club to receive train- 


ing in a particular sport must | 


pay a small fee, around 30 
cents yearly. The main quali- 
fication for entry to a club is 
a good school record which is 
essential. 

On being accepted for 
entry to the club the new 
member, assuming that he 
does not own his own mach- 
inery, receive a motorcycle 
according to his particular in- 
terst, i.e. moto ball, moto 
cross, ice racing, speedway, 
trial, touring, etc. This mach- 
ine will, in the first instance, 
not be the latest model but 
rather one that has seen ser- 
vice in the hands of older 
club members, nevertheless, 
it will have been well main- 
tained and be in good con- 
dition, The member can keep 
this machine at his own 
home and is responsible for 
its maintenance though he re- 
ceives the necessary spare 
Parts from the club, also 
clubs have workshop facili- 
ties for their members. An 
experienced clubman is re- 
quired to be responsible for 
the training of each new 
member. As the new mem- 
ber's ability increases, espec- 
lally his proficiency in a par- 
ticular sport, then he should 
receive a better machine, 

The club member Is also 
supplied with motorcycle 
clothing, helmet, ete. and 
fuel for events and training. 
There will be many novice 
events for the new rider to 


compete in before being up-

graded to the more advanced 
and specialized branches of 
the sport. While some of us 
might not like or agree with 
such a system one has only 
to look at the legendary 
achievements of Russian 
riders in ice racing, speedway 
and motocross to see that, 
bearing in mind their coun- 
tries’ much lower standard of 
living, such a system gives 
fine results. Motorcycle sport 
is well established in the 
USSR and apart from Gov- 
ernment support is well 
accepted by the general pub- 
lic. 

The following sports are 
practised by motorcyclists 
throughout the USSR. Moto 
Cross is popular using ISCH 
two-strokes and for inter- 
national events Russian rid- 
ers use Czech CZ _ two- 
strokes. Moto Ball is popular 
using 175cc Khabroy mach- 
ines. Endurance and Cross 
Country time trials with vari- 
ous types of motorcycles. Ice 
racing and speedway draw 
the largest crowds; the riders 
prefer Czech Jawa and ESO 
500cc motorcycles for this 
type of event, Road racing is 
not as well established in 
Russia as in most western 
countries. There have, how- 
ever, been some interesting 
attempts to produce a mach- 
ine Suitable for international 
competition. The most recent 
example which comes to 
mind was the four cylinder 
Vostok 500cc, rather like the 
MV in layout. It started at 
the Imatra international races 
around four years ago and 
was claimed to develop 80 
hp; after this initial showing, 
development of this interest- 
ing machine does not seem 





to have been continued. 

As I entered ‘Siberia early 
in December, 1971, I looked 
from the train window at the 
frozen landscape and wond- 
ered just hoiy much motor- 
cycling could I hope to see 
in Russia? Sure enough, in 
the first town that I visited 
there were some police and 
other riders plowing through 
the snow covered streets on 
rather old Ural sidecar 
fits; due to the-language diffi- 
culty it proved extremely 
difficult to approach them 
and they were reluctant to 
have any photographs taken! 

One afternoon while look- 
ing from the window of the 
Trans Siberian express at a 
small Siberian village I saw 
two solo. riders on a small 
two stroke approach an icy 
corner too fast and slide off 
across the road, However, 
one of my main ambitions 
was yet to be realised. For 
many years I had wanted to 
visit and photograph an ice 
race and what better place to 
start than Siberia! 

At every town I asked the 
tourist. guide “could I see 
some motorcycle sport in- 
stead of the usual sightseeing 
tour of buildings and monu- 
ments? In Irkutsk they kind- 
ly arranged for me to visit a 
schoo] training teenaged boys 
to learn how to maintain and 
ride a motorcycle, However, 
when I arrived at Novosi- 
bersk I found that it coin- 
cided with the annual ice 
race championship between 
Novosibersk and Ufa, a town 
in the Urals, and I persuaded 
the tourist guide to accom- 
pany me and give an intro- 
duction to the motorsport 
organisers, 

The event was taking place 
at a course known as the 
“moto drome" on Sunday 
afternoon. Mr Kooznetsoy, 
trainer of the Noyosibersk 
team, gave some interesting 
information about the event 
through an interpreter. It was 
the traditional meeting with 
the Ufa team which had 
come many miles from the 
Urals. 

A crowd of 5,000 which 
Mr Kooznetsoy described as 








“disappointing”, waited in the 








20 degree temperature, an- 
ticipating some exciting rac- 
ing in the individual champ- 
ionships, This was more or 
less assured with such stars 
of international fame as 
Dubinion and the latest “find” 
Pazinkov who, at 22, is Rus- 
sia's finest prospect for the 
world championships in ice 
racing and speedway. 

The Sunday races would be 
run in a séries of 20 heats 
with the complete teams ta: 
ing part, seven from Novo: 
bersk and seven from Uf 
making a very full and excit- 
ing programme. Points would 
be awarded as follows: win, 
3; second, 2; third, 1; and 
fourth, 0. The organisation 
seemed very thorough, before 
the race each rider received 
a medical examination ‘from 
an attractive female doctor, 
and in view of what lay 
ahead, this was well justified, 

All facilities were extended 
so that I could take photo- 
graphs, the machines were 
brought out from the warm 
garages and I had the pleas- 
ure of meeting many of the 
riders. Mr Koozentsoy guid- 
ed me across the ice to the 
centre of the circuit, which 
would be a good place to 
take photographs. Trying to 
stand on the smooth ice sur- 
face of the track, I found 
myself thinking: “How can 
anyone walle on such a cir- 
cuit, let alone ride!” 

The racing seemed like 
speedway though much more 
dramatic and exciting; using 
machines with large spiked 
tyres the riders completed 
the course at great speed, 
seemingly under perfect con- 
trol, throwing up a shower of 
splinters as the rear wheel 
spikes dug into the ice! I was 
warned not to approach the 
course too closely as a rider 
might slide out of control. 
Fortunately, this never hap- 
pened during the whole event. 

Between each group of 
heats a large truck with 
plough and scraper attached 
to the front drove round and 
levelled the course off, this 
action is necessary as the 
spiked tyres had, by this 
time, torn the course up into 
a series of rough grooves. 

Only the week before I had 
been in the relatively warm 
winter climate of Japan, so 
the cold seemed intense, 1 
tried to operate my cameras 
with gloved hands with little 
success. At one point, the 
film became so brittle with 
cold that it broke and I never 
fell anything wrong until I 
had missed many exposures! 

Between heats I was lucky 
to be invited into the club 
house before the start of the 
next races, As I came into 
the warm room the camera 
lens steamed up and it was 
possible to thaw out a little! 
I wondered how the specta- 
tors managed to get up 
enough enthusiasm to stand 
out in the cold for four hours 
with little protection from 
the cold Siberian wind, 

The racing was extremely 
exciting, as in speedway, the 
start seemed very critical; 
the riders let the clutch in as 
as a wire across the track 
was lifted, too much power 
and the front wheel lifted 
and the machine tended to 
go out of control, too little 
power and the rider came 
late into the first corner. The 
atmosphere surrounding the 
meeting was friendly and 
very enthusiastic; the critical 
heats were 13 and 17 and, at 
this time, the crowd cheered 
with excitement. 

In the 13th heat Kadirov 
and Pazinkov were racing 
and, up to this time, both 
had maximum points, In this 
heat Paznikov came first and 
Kadirov second. In heat 17, 
Kadirov and Dubinion were 
together and up to this time 
both had lost one point. The 
heat decided second point 
place as Dubinion came first 















and Kadiroy second: Both of 
these heats were extremely 
close. Some people were say- 


ing that Kadirov was not 
really “trying”, others that 
Paznikov wi the future 





prospect for world ice champ- 
ion, and the overall scores 
ended up Paznikov 15, Dub- 
inion 14, and Kadirov 13. 

1 was just left with the 
highest respect and amaze- 
ment for anyone who could 
ride at all under such tough 
conditions, Finally, the In- 
tourist guide left me, as she 
Was. not very interested in 
motorcycling! And then _ it 
was easy, despite the, lang- 
uage barrier to relate with

the riders and their friends. 
The mutural enthusiasm for 
our sport can easily sur- 
mount such artificial barriers. 

Later, through the help of 
an interpreter, I was able to 
speak with Paznikoy and 
Kadiroy. Though Kadiroy had 
travelled to the west on 
many occasions, his use of 
foreign languages would ap- 
pear to be limited to such 
useful phrases as ‘Hello, 
Girlie," All through our con- 
versation I was extremely 
impressed with their modesty 
and utter dedication to our 
| sport of motorcycling, It was 
with the greatest pleasure 
that I read, several months 














later in MotorCycle Weekly, 
that in the world ice racing 
championship Kadirov had 
again achieved first place for 
the fifth year in succession 
and that Paznikov was third 
in the overall championship. 

The president of the Novo- 
sibersk club gave me a ride 
back to the hotel after the 
meeting — that was a mem- 
orable experience at the end 
of a memorable day. He must 
have been a well known and 
important personality in 
Novosobersk; wearing a uni- 
form, greatcoat and fur cap, 
he certainly looked the part 
as he took myself and 
Kharderov back to the city.

Water Cooled 
750 Yamaha

Yamaha are to enter four- 
cylinder water-cooled racers 
in Formula 750 races in both 
Europe and America next 
year. This news was revealed 
by Mr Hideto-Eguchi, man- 
aging director of Yamaha 
Motor Company, during a 
recent visit to Australia. 

The machine will be based 
on the fuel-injected, two- 
stroke roadster displayed at 
the last Tokyo Show but, 
said Mr Eguchi, the factory
